Ethat they be wiſer in their generation, then the 
children of light) ſo it be nor ſayde of vs, that 
the Paganes, Heathen, and Gentile Philoſo- 
phers, be not found in the ſight of God more 
diligent in their humane profeſsion, then we 
in the profeſsion of Ieſus Chriſt : I meane more 


plorious in ſhewing foorth the fruite of their 


Philoſophy in their aCtions, then we of our di- 
uinitie in our life and conuerſation. And ſure- 
ly, I would to God that we could truly and 
rightly follow their ſteps in one thivg, which 
is this : I reade of them that the more knows 
ledge they obteined in their Philoſophy, the 
more they abandoned themſelues from the va- 
nities of the world, fo that one caſteth his gold 
3nto the ſea, another carried all his ſubſtance 
with him whereſoeuer he went : another con- 
tented himſelfe with a tub or tunne to dwell 
in, in ſteede of his houſe : all of them-whatſoe- 
ver they poſſeſſed, they did willingly employ 
It to the encreaſe of knowledge in themſclues 
and others. Butdo we ſo? no. We ſeeke how 
to ſerue God and Mammon too : we labour to 
become religious in ſhewe, and couetous in 
deede; We deſire to come to Chriſt by night 
with Nicodemus, for feare bf worldly loſſes, we 
ſecke to crie Lord, Lord, but we have no carc 
to do the works of the Lord. We make a ſhewe 
of godlineſſe, but we denie the power thercotf:

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tonneſle. Hence it is that wickedneſle doth fo 
abound, that Sathan hath preuailed fo much, 
and that ſo few endeuour a godly life: even for 
that the enemic can perſwade them that profel.
